. Senator Wheeler, as representa-

"The charges heretofore filed by 
Mr. Church came as an intervener 
and not as making independent 
■ and definite charges against the

Church, the owner of the race 
I horse Proclivity, suspended dur-

his stable to Florida for winter 
races. 

Proclivity was suspended by the 
.Santa Anita stewards after an ex- 
I amination was alleged to ha’/e dis- 
clo.sed traces of alkaloid in Its 
system, and the action was upheld 
by the state racing board. 
CLAI.’MS INJUSTICE 

Declaring that "a grave In¬ 
justice has been done to Church 
and other breeders of horses in 
California, not only by the Turf 
club in Los Angeles but by the 
chairman of the racing board,” 
Senator Wheeler said: 

"No fair minded, impartial man 
in California, whether he be law¬ 
yer, judge or layman, can review 
the evidence in the .so-called Pro¬ 
clivity case without coming to the 
conclusion that there is no evidence 
to support action of the race track 
officials or the board. Their ac¬ 
tion can only be accounted for 
through ignorance or fraud.”

PIRATE PACT SIGNED 
PARIS. (JPi —A plan for Italian 
participation with France and 
Britain in the Mediterranean anti- 
piracy patrol was signed today by 
naval experts of the three nations 
and was to be submitted immedi¬ 
ately to their governments for ap¬ 
proval. The plan provides each 
nation be confined to protection of 
waters in which it is the most in¬ 
terested. 


I U. S. P^otes■^ Gets 
Strong Answer 

TOKYO. (/Pi —The Japanese gov¬ 
ernment today countered a firm 
American protest against the "un¬ 
warranted” bombardment of Nan¬ 
king with the declaration that air 
raids to destroy the base of re¬ 
sistance at the Chinese capital 
were strategically necessary. 

The short Japanese reply to the 
United States note of Sept. 22 was 
presented to Ambassador Joseph 
Grew and forwarded to the state 
department in Washington. The 
foreign office said that identical 
copies were handed to the British 
and French representatives in 
Tokyo. Both nations entered simi¬ 
lar representations. 

The formal American protest, 
made after verbal representations 
against Japan's announced inten¬ 
tion to subject the Chinese capi¬ 
tal to a mass aerial bombardment, 
charged the attacks were "un¬ 
warranted and contrary to princi¬ 
ples of law and humanity.”

JAPAN'S BIG . 
PUSH HALTED 

SHANGHAI. (JP) —Two hundred 
thousand more Chinese Commu¬ 
nists were ordered to the North 
China front today to stem the re¬ 
lentless advance of the Japanese 
army, as Chinese outside Shang¬ 
hai continued to hold their posi¬ 
tions and showed no signs of 
weakening. 

Communist forces in Kiangsi 
province were mustered to join 
Nationalist troops, their old ene¬ 
mies, as the Japanese advanced 
through Eastern Hopeh almost to 
the border of Shantung province,

The Japanese “big push” against 
the Chinese defense lines north¬ 
west of Shanghai was fought to 
a standstill. Japanese hurled ev¬ 
ery weapon they could muster 
against the strongly-fortified Chi¬ 
nese positions but were unable to 
smash through. 

The American army transport 
Chaumont arrived today from Che- 
foo and Tsingtao, up the coast, 
with 500 women and children, the 
families of American naval offi¬ 
cers and sailors, en route to Ma¬ 
nila. 

A corporal of the Welsh Fusi¬ 
liers was wounded slightly when 
a six inch shell, belived to be from 
a Japanese warship, crashed 
through a house on North Shensi 
road used as a post by the British 
forces. Fragments of shells and 
bombs fell inside the boundaries 
of the International Settlement. 

CHINESE KILL 
450 JAPAN FLIERS 

SHANGHAI. (A>) —The official 
(Chinese) Central News Agency 
claimed today there had been 450 
casualties among Japanese fliers 
participating in raids on Chinese 
cities. 

Of this number, the agency said, 
all were killed except 15 taken 
captive and 10 who were missing. 

The Chinese asserted that de¬ 
spite a relentless three-day Japa¬ 
nese land and atr attack, Chinese 
defense lines along the 20-mile 
Shanghai front remained intact.

LEAGUE HItT 
MUSSOLINI 

GENEVA. (JPi —A League of Na¬ 
tions sub-committee was under¬ 
stood today to have reached a 
fateful decision to present Premier 
Mussolini with the alternative of 
withdrawing his Italian volunteers 
from the Spanish civil war or see¬ 
ing the French frontier thrown 
open to arms and men for the 
Spanish Valencia government. 

A delegate who left the session 
of the committee drafting a reso¬ 
lution on the Spanish civil con¬ 
flict said this agreement had been 
reached after a heated three-hour 
argument. 

He reported that the draft reso¬ 
lution does not refer to the “for¬ 
eign aggression” which Spain had 
charged against Italy, but rather 
to "foreign intervention.” 

The resolution was said to de¬ 
clare if the withdrawal of foreign 
combatants is not made effective 
within one month’s time, the signa¬ 
tories of the non-intervention 
agreement are "invited to envis¬ 
age” a return to a policy based on 
international law. 

This was Interpreted by the 
committee members to mean com¬ 
plete abandonment of the entire 
non-intervention policy, enabling 
the Spanish government to obtain 
war materials wherever it wished. 

Mojave Mine 
Tragedy Told 

SAN BERNARDINO. (iP) — A 
grim drama of rescue was believed 
in progress today at the Emerson 
gold mine, deep in the Mojave des¬ 
ert, where a broken hoist was re¬ 
ported to have killed one man and 
tripped two others 500 feet under¬ 
ground. 

Fragmentary information reach¬ 
ing here last night caused Coroner 

R. E. Williams to leave for the 
mine, 90 miles distant, while two 
sheriff’s deputies set out from Vic¬ 
torville with a rope and cable. 

The mine is located in the Ord 
mountains. The names of the 
three victims were not known 
here.

TELL OF GOLD 
STOCK DEAL 

Los Angeles Group 
Indlcl'eiJ on Charge 

A dressmaker, a realtor 
and a landed pioneer were 
among a group of a dozen 
Orange county people who 
saw glittering dreams of 
golden wealth whiffed into noth¬ 
ingness today when fraud charges 
were lodged against officers of a 
gold mining company in which 
they held stock. 

The Orange county residents 
held thousands of dollars worth of 
stock in the International Mining 
and Milling company, •with offices 
in New York, Los Angeles and 
Las Vegas. Seven officers of this 
company were indicted today by 
the federal grand jury in Los An¬ 
geles. 

Mrs. Harriet Eshom, dressmak¬ 
er who lives at 1010 'West Second 
street, Santa Ana, had about $200 
invested in the company. The 
gray-haired woman, however, was 
not much perturbed over the sit¬ 
uation. "I’m a good loser,” she 
said, “and I’ve known for some 
time that something was wrong 
with the company. There probably 
are a bunch of crooks mixed up 
in it.” And she smiled and went 
about her work. 

LOSES $10,000 

Investments of J. S. Thurston, 
prominent Laguna Beach pioneer 
and land owner, were greater. 
They amounted to $10,000. He 
said United States postal inspec¬ 
tors are in charge of the case, 
because the stock was soW 
through the mails. Thurston has 
lived in the Laguna Beach district 
for 65 years, and developed the 
Temple Hills district. He also is 
author of a history of the district. 

C. B. Buxton, local real estate 
broker with offices in the Moore 
building, didn’t say how much he 
had invested in the company, but 
did say that he knows of about 12 
people in Orange county who own 
stock. Buxton claimed that the 
Orange county stockholders won’t 
suffer, because they traded in a 
dead and worthless property in 
Ramsburg for their interests in 
the company now under fire. He 
wouldn’t say what the name of 
the former company was before 
it folded up. He also refused to 
reveal the names of the other 
Orange county stockholders. 
TREASURE CLAIM HIT 

In the meantime, representations 
of a vast treasure of gold assert¬ 
edly made to persons throughout 
the country are false, according to

JAPANESE ACTION 

WASHINGTON. I/P) Official 
cirtles received without surprise 
the Japanese reply to Secretary 
Hull’.s protest against the bombing 
of Chine.se non-combatants. 

Although no formal comment 
was forthcoming immediately, 
some disappointment was known 
to be felt over the lack of any 
specific guarantee by Japan to 
halt such air raid.s. 

Officials refused to indicate 
whether some further American 
diplomatic action might be con¬ 
templated. There was a disposi¬ 
tion in .some administration quar¬ 
ters. however, to regard the i.ssue 
as closed for the moment—now 
that this government’s view that 
aerial bombing of non-combatants 
is inhumane and illegal has been 
placed on record at Tokyo.

L. Ward of the Atlanta Rabbit 
Breeders’ club sees brighter days 
ahead for southern rabbit growers, 
but not such a happy outlook for 
the rabbits. It's all because wom¬ 
en like fur coats. 

Rabbit furs, he says, is in big 
demand in manufacture of wom¬ 
en’s coats. Frequently, he adds, 
it is used to imitate more expen¬ 
sive furs. It is illegal to advertise 
an imitation as the genuine article, 
but for women who are satisfied 
with imitations, the rabbit fur, 
with a neat hair-cutting job and 
careful stenciling, looks very much 
like leopard skin, he says. 

There are a number of large 
rabbit farms at Birmingham and 
Scottsboro, Ala., and Knoxville 
and Chattanooga, Ward said, but 
American breeders are not yet 


He estimated 90 per cent of 
women’s fur coats are made from 
rabbits and about 80 per cent of 
the fur is imported. 

When sold for garments, the fur 
of the rabbit is first tanned. For 
’’leopard” coats. Ward said, “the 
fur is clipped and the spots sten¬ 
ciled on.” For “seal-skin” coats, 
the fur is clipped and dyed black. 
When other furs are imitated, va¬ 
rious other color dyes are used. 

Because most of the fur has to 
be dyed, white rabbits are chiefly 
in demand, he said. 

The raisers are paid anywhere 
from two and a half cents for the 
pelt of a young rabbit to $3 for 
the pelt of a full grown animal. 
Wartd said. 

Beside the pelts, the breeders 
sell ti^ meat of the rabbit.

'War of Suicides' Raging 

On SinO'Japanese Front

Oriental temperment coupled 
with a hatred brewing more than 
60 years is making the Sino-Ja¬ 
panese conflict a "suicide war." 

In the two months of major 
conflict an amazing number of 
ca.ses of fanatical heroism ending 
in self-destruction have been re¬ 
ported on both sides. They range 
from the traditions hara-kiri of 
the Japanese to the suicide of 
masses of 300 or more Chinese 
who have walked stolidly into the 
withering fire of enemy batteries. 
TRADITION AND PATRIOTIS.M 

Oti the one hand are the Japa¬ 
nese, aflame again with their long- 
smoldering feelings of "manifest 
destiny,” and sub.scribing to a 
point of view, generations old, 
which has made of suicide a for¬ 
mal ceremony of expiation, devo¬ 
tion, protest or contempt. 

On the other are the Chinese, 
presenting their most united front 
in recent times and giving vent to 
their new nationalism in feverish 
patriotism. 

Early in the conflict, Shimezo 
Maho, a Japanese merchant cast 
himself into the .sea froYn the sui- 
I cide island of Oshima that the 
government might have his $3000 
life in.surance to add to the war 
che.st. 

Commander Kaoru Fujita, in 
Tokyo, divorced his bride of three 
month-s that he might have no dis¬ 
traction in his fervent application 
to the war. Three months later, in 
north China, he met heroic death 
in action. 

, tilTI KER THAN H.ARA-KIRI 

I Tokyo newspapers reported that 
j all Japanese aviators were 
equipped with pistols as well a.s 
the small, traditional Samurai 
' swords. If they were shot down 
' and had no time before capture to 
' perform the rites of hara-kiri, they 
1 might shoot themselves with the 
i pistol, the dispatch explained. 

I In Augu.st, while an air battle 
I raged over Shanghai, observers 
' saw a Japanese plane catch fire. 
Whirling his .ship in a great flam¬ 
ing arc, the pilot, instead of bail¬ 
ing out, did a power dive into the 
Chinese lines, carrying with him a 
death-dealing cargo of bombs.

Uncle Sam postponed headaches 
for thousands of Orange county 
employers today. 

He told them that previous or¬ 
ders requiring the employers tc 
file complete Information regard¬ 
ing payment of Social Security 
funds to him are revoked and will 
not be made effective until next 
year. 

Under the original schedule, 
these complex reports would havs 
had to have been made up In Oc¬ 
tober, covering the period for 
July, August and September. 

The Orange county office of the 
Internal Revenue department, lo¬ 
cated in the post office and fed¬ 
eral building, received a telegram 
late yesterday from Commissioner 
Helvering of the United States In¬ 
ternal Revenue department, ex¬ 
plaining the change in plans. 

“Social security information 
forms SS-2 and SS-2-A will not be 
required for the quarter ending 
Sept. 30,” the telegram said. “Next 
such returns will cover the period 
from July 1 to Dec. 31, and will 
be filed not later than Jan. 31, 
1938." 

The two forms referred to are 
for the purpose of giving the 
government definite information 
on the amount of money employ¬ 
ers and their employes are pay¬ 
ing into the Social Security fund. 
The postponement will give all 
Orange county employes a four- 
month stay before filing the forms 
will be required.

The third and most important 
method of soil nitrification is bao- 
terial activity. A rich sold must 
contain a lot of humus. Humus is 
decayed vegetable matter and 
helps to keep the soli porous and 
open. It provides shelter and food 
for the bacteria which In turn 
breaks up the leas valuable nitro¬ 
gen compounds into the nitrate 
group that can be utilized by the 
plant. 

In the pea family or legumino- 
sae, the members colonize upon 
their roots and these nltrlfj^g 
bacteria. This is the reason for the 
nodules on the roots of the peas 
and beans. ’The plants receive ni¬ 
trogenous compound from the bac¬ 
teria, and the bacteria receive car- 
bonhydrates from the plant.

Nitrogen is a substance very es¬ 
sential to plant life.

“Why is it that you seldom write 
about cake making or give recipes 
for unusual cakes?” one of my 
readers wrote recently. With that 
prompting, I am giving you today 
some cake recipes that are favor¬ 
ites with my family. 

CREA.M CAKE 

4 eggs 

1 cup plu.s 2 tablespoons sugar 
1 cup thin cream 

1% cups self-rising cake flour or ordi¬ 
nary pa.stry flour plus 2 teaspoons 
baking powder vjun.-, 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 
Grated rind of 1 lemon 
Put the egg whites in one bowl 
yolks in another. Beat the eg<^ 
whites until stiff but not dry, and 
beat in 4 tabiespoons of the sugar 
Beat the egg yolks with the same 
beater until they are thick and 
lemon colored.

ANIMAL DAM BUILDERS • . . 

Just about the last word In econ¬ 
omy is the method used by engi¬ 
neers of the D. S. Soil Conserva¬ 
tion service in building check dams 
in the Southwest. When the engi¬ 
neers want a check dam built in a 
gully they choose a site, throw in 
tree branches and other litter, then 
leave the rest to the pack rats. 
Barely does the “bait” fail to 
work. 

Pack rats, upon running across 
the engineers’ bait, build their 
nests there, using stones, weeds, 
cactus, sticks, etc., for construc¬ 
tion materials. Rains add to the 
dam thus built by depositing silt 
and debris on the pack rats’ nest. 
Xhe resulting dam, engineers say, 
is just about as good as any they 
could build themselves. Silt and 
debris continue to collect In the 
gulley above the dam, in many 
cases three and four feet deep. As 
silt fills in above, pack rats build 
the dam higher and higher until 
further cutting in the wash is 
halted. 

It is not just a hit or miss prop¬ 
osition, according to the U. S. De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. ’The en¬ 
gineers keep accurate accounts on 
the animal helpers and know just 
about how large a job the rats can 
handle successfully and about bow 
long it will take to complete the 
job.

BLOOD TEST NEEDED 

An expectant mother should 
have a blood test as soon as she 


they suffer for the ignorance and 
mistakes of their parents. And 
this situation is the more pathetic 
because, in about nine cases out 
of ten their suffering could have 
been foreseen and prevented. 

If an expectant mother has 
syphilis and is untreated, a syphi¬ 
litic child will be born in nine 
cases out of ten. Today, how¬ 
ever, thousands of these mothers 
are given routine blood tests In 
clinics and maternal hygiene cen¬ 
ters. Then, if the tiny spiral¬ 
shaped germs are found In their 
system, medical treatment is Im¬ 
mediately started and continued 
during the prenatal period. 

CAN SAVE BABT 

When an infected mother Is 
treated early in the nine months 
period (at least before the fifth 
month) and this treatment is giv¬ 
en regularly until time for the 
birthday arrives, the chances are 
nine to one that the baby ■will be 
bom free from syphilis. 'Thus doc¬ 
tors and clinics can save the lives 


One out of every 12 pregnant 
women examined in 15 clinics in 
various American cities had syphi¬ 
lis, which is communicable from 
mother to the unborn child. With 
suitable treatment early in preg¬ 
nancy, 95 per cent of these preg¬ 
nancies would end in the birth 
of babies free from any evidence 
of lurking disease. 

Speaking on the prevention of 
congenital syphilis. Doctor Mai-’ 
colm H. Merrill, chief of the bu¬ 
reau of venereal diseases, in the 
California state department of 
public health, says, “There Is now 
little excuse for the occurrence of 
congenital syphilis. Medical sci¬ 
ence has at its disposal methods 
that If applied would save at least 
95 out of 100 Infants threatened 
by congenital syphilis. We must 
accept this challenge. A Wasser- 
man test in pregnacy must be¬ 
come as much of a routine labora¬ 
tory test as Is the urinalysis. We 
have an opportunity to save many 
liifes by whiping out congenital 
syphilis.”

It seems to us that the American Bar association, 
meeting in Kansas City, is falling into the error of taking 
itself a little too seriously. 

It purports in its deliberations—if you can call them 
deliberations—to speak for all the lawyers of the country. 
Actually, of course, it doesn’t. The American Bar asso¬ 
ciation really speaks only for itself. 

Its president, Frederick H. Stinchfield, told the 1500 
persons at its meeting that President Roosevelt frequently 
has expressed “what amounts to a hatred of the legal 
profession.’’ In our own listening to, and reading of, Mr. 
Roosevelt’s views, we have not detected this hatred. 
Have you? 

James A. Reed, former senator and leading light of 
the association, then made a speech which was a hymn 
of hate if there ever was one. It ran along like this, and 
you can fill in the blanks as well as he did: 

“Fantastic . . . most dangerous beast . . . cruel pur¬ 
poses . . . intended victims . . . tragic period . . . serpent 
of religious intolerance . . . caverns of ignorance and hate 
I,.. hand picked court. . . perpetrated . . . etc.* etc.’’ 

Whereupon, President Stinchfield remarked, quite 
candidly, we thought, “All of you must realize now the 
atmosphere in which you will be all this week,” and that, 
the Associated Press remarks, “was greeted by loud hand¬ 
clapping.” 

Much of the criticism of the President, was voiced by 
some speakers who were members of that once-famous 
lawyers’ committee which last year announced just how 
the supreme court would decide several constitutional 
questions—only to have their faces turn red later on when 
the court decided just the reverse way.

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Where Do You Park Downtown? 

It’s a healthy sign when business men as a group 
start interesting themselves in good government. We 
believe we have detected something of this sort lately in 
contacts between merchants and the city council. 

There’s one problem here which is stealing hundreds 
of dollars every day from downtown stores, and which, so 
far as we can tell, has drawn only spasmodic and indi¬ 
vidual attention from the greatest sufferers—that prab- 
lem, of course, is auto parking. 

Retail merchants in the business area, as a whole, 
blandly are permitting motorists to go ’round and ’round, 
wasting time and gasoline, rolling up unnecessary mileage, 
turning needless corners to the danger of pedestrians, the 
meanwhile with their attention distracted by a hunt for 
parking space which is hardly to be found. 

As William B. Powell, traffic engineer of Buffalo, 

N. Y., says in the Rotarian magazine: 

It is the downtown retail merchant who seems most obliv¬ 
ious to the dangers of his position. He permits smaller rival 
establishments in less congested suburbs to flourish on the trade 
of shoppers who are loath to brave the hazards of downtown . 
traffic. Rare is the downtown merchant who lures trade to his 
store by free parking in an adjacent vacant lot or free bus 
transportation from a more distant parking space to the store. 

Since Santa Ana’s position as the leading retail center 
of the Orange Empire depends largely upon the attractive¬ 
ness of its central business district to shoppers, this is 
too important a community question to be trifled with 
much longer without the possibility of serious additional 
loss. 

Many cities have sought to solve the problem in dif¬ 
ferent ways. Some are trying parking lots, others park¬ 
ing meters, still others are prohibiting parking at certain 
hours in shopping areas, while in rare cases it has been 
considered advisable to remodel whole blocks to provide 
for parkers! 

We don’t pretend to have the answer for Santa Ana. 
But anyone can see with half an eye that local merchants 
would be wise to busy themselves with a matter that is 
costing them so much. 

Japan, claiming that its mar is a humanitarian 
aid to China, might try a little of that charity at 
home. 

Japanese Hire Press Agent 

Regretfully learning that “some Americans seem to 
have erroneous impressions,” the Japanese chamber of 
commerce of Los Angeles has hired a press agent. Per¬ 
haps we should call him a public relations counsel; any¬ 
how, his name is Harry Hammond Beall, and in addition 
to this particular job he sends out theatrical and other 
press matter at so much per week, or so much per sheet. 

He has just sent us an attractive booklet on “Japan’s 
Position in the Shanghai and North China Hostilities.” 

It is signed by Mitsuhiko Shimizu, the Japanese chamber’s 
president. Here are a few quotations, for your enlighten¬ 
ment : 

“This is not a war of conquest, but an expedition of reprisal 
somewhat similar to that punitive expedition conducted by the 
United States against Pancho Villa in Mexico some 20 years ago. 

“Japan was compelled to take protective and defensive 
measures in China for her own self-preservation. 

“Japan has positively no territorial ambition in China. 

"Anti-foreign education, particularly anti-Japanese educa¬ 
tion, has been systematically conducted in China by the Nanking 
government. 

“The present conflict was precipitated by Chinese soldiers in 
violation of truce agreements. 

"Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek is now definitely allied with 
the Communist armies, which he formeriy appeared to fight. 

If Japan does not stamp out the Communistic menace in China, 
it will spread to all Asia and across the shores of the Pacific to 
take America by storm. 

“Japan is doing her best to safeguard lives and property 
of foreigners in China. 

"Japans’ sole aim is to bring about permanent cooperation 
between Japanese and Chinese so that they may live side by side 
as good neighbors. 

“Least of all has Japan any desire to destroy property or 
endanger lives of neutral nationals.” 

There is more along the same line; but you get the 
idea. Now you’ll admit that there does seem to be mis¬ 
understanding about the situation in some quarters. If 
you have any more questions, write to the press agent 
and ask ’em. He’ll tell you. 

The criminal who thinks he can beat the law us¬ 
ually ends up the loser—in a photo finish. 
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NEW YORK.— In discussing the 
operations of the British football 
pools, the equivalent of the Amer¬ 
ican numbers racket, I am day¬ 
dreaming about the money-raising 
possibiiities of some similar 
scheme operated on a national 
scale and with exclusive rights by 
the United States government. 

Deaiing to a regular clientele of 
about 6,000,000, the British pools, 
in a season of nine months, handle 
from $150,000,000 to $200,000,000. 
Like the underworld promoters of 
our numbers racket, they find it 
profitable to take money bets. 
Their minimum is an English 
penny, or 2 cents of our money, 
and the numbers racketeers who 
do business in most of our big 
cities and in many smaller ones 
will accept a one cent bet. The 
have been many estimates of the 
amounts handled by the numbers 
racketeers, but none of them is 
worth considering because they 
are founded on gossip and guess. 

Neverthele.ss, the pools and the 
American rackets demonstrate 
that it is possible to handle with 
profit wagers so small as to seem 
not worth the bother. Perhaps the 
rackets should be eliminated from 
consideration in this respect, be¬ 
cause they are very informal and 
keep no records. The British pools, 
however, are now conducted in a 
businesslike way, and they still in¬ 
vite two cent bets and apparently 
treat them as seriously as bets of 
a pound or more.

$100,000,000 FOR U. S. 

In this country the volume ob¬ 
viously would be much greater. An 
estimate of a billion a year as the 
total handle seems very conserva¬ 
tive, but even on that volume a 10 
per cent rakeoff for the operator, 
which would be the government, 
would yield $ 100 , 000,000 for the 
treasury. It might, and probably 
would be, considerably more. 
Moreover, if the government pos¬ 
sessed an exclusive legal monop¬ 
oly, the criminal nuisance of the 
numbers racket would dimish 
greatly, if it did not entirely van¬ 
ish. The customers would feel con¬ 
fident of the government pool and 
the authority of the government 
would be invoked to .surpress un¬ 
lawful, wildcat competition. The 
racket is now a local police mat¬ 
ter. 

The more substantial British op¬ 
erators claim to conduct their 
pools with an operating expense 
of no more than 15 per cent of 
the gross, and a similar enterprise 
under government management 
here could be handled with the 
same efficiency and at no greater 
proportionate cost. Of course it 
might not be, considering the ne¬ 
cessities of the relatives and friends 
of deserving Democrats, but if you 
don't like my day dream plea.se go 
away and dream one of your own. 
I do not wish to be waked up.

ALREADY IN GA.MBM.NG 

Instinctively the objection ari.ses 
that the United States government 
must never become party to a 
gambling operation. As for that, 
many of our state govemment.s 
already are in the business, taking 
a percentage of the pari-mutuel 
turnover at the race tracks, and 
the federal government, even now, 
through the income tax, not only 
accepts with pleasure and with¬ 
out compunction its legal precen- 
tage of gambling winnings, but 
even demands, under the law, a 
fair divvy of the profits of .swind¬ 
lers, racketeers and, if it comes to 
that, brothel keepers. 

And if a technical distinction 
having a faint color of morality 
will help the national conscience 
in this matter of the pool, the fact 
is that the government would be 
no party to the betting. The pool 
is a pari-mutuel device in which 
the customers bet against the 
probabilities and each other with 
the operator serving merely as 
broker. He takes down his cut for 
his profit, deducts the actual ex¬ 
penses of operation, and divides 
the rest of the money between 
those who have guessed right. 

The winning odds in a squarely 
conducted mutuel of thus type are 
enormous, but the individual losses 
might not be harmful if bets of a 
nickel were acceptable. And 10 
per cent of a billion-dollar handle 
is $ 100 , 000,000 a year for the na¬ 
tional kitty. Do I hear anyone 
sneering at a hundred millions a 
year even in these days of box¬ 
car figures?
